SCHOOL BOARD RECOGNIZES TWO ACCESS ACADEMY GRADUATES 

Preschool Changes, Insurance Are Discussed

Monday’s school board 
meeting began with com¬ 
mencement ceremonies for 
Tyler Ryan Bowlsbey and Brad 
Earl Williams who complet¬ 
ed graduation requirements 
through Access Academy. 
Vicki Allen, vice chairwoman 
of the board, presented the di¬ 
plomas, and Superintendent 
Lenny Whalen pronounced 
Bowlsbey and Williams gradu¬ 
ates of Dawson Springs High 
School. 


Whalen announced that 
longtime preschool teacher 
Trudy Hendrickson had noti¬ 
fied him she will retire this 
month. 

Board member Cliff Key 
said, “On behalf of Outwood, 
we extend our gratitude to 
Miss Trudy. ... We hope that 
whoever replaces her will con¬ 
tinue the collaboration with 
us.” 

“We (the board) appreciate 
all of Trudy’s years of ser¬ 
vice,” added Allen. 

The preschool will see other 


changes in the coming school 
year. Classes will move from 
the current Arcadia Avenue lo¬ 
cation to a newly created space 
in the elementary school. Two 
rooms near the FRYSC have 
been converted for use by the 
preschool. Jennifer Ward, el¬ 
ementary principal, said the 
combined rooms are approxi¬ 
mately two thirds the size of 
the other building with a good 
storage area. 

Whalen said the room is 
very nice, even better than he 
expected. He suggested the 


board tour the preschool space 
prior to the July meeting. 

One preschool-related agen¬ 
da item was tabled until next 
month. Whalen suggested re¬ 
turning to a flat rate rather 
than a daily rate for tuition. 
Additional research is needed 
to determine a suitable rate. 
This applies only to students 
who do not qualify for pre¬ 
school on the basis of disabili¬ 
ties or family income. 

The treasurer’s report 
showed a total balance at the 
end of May of $1,270,140.47. 


The general fund balance of 
$1,173,064.64 is $279,461.43 less 
than at this time last year. 

The board approved ac¬ 
cepting an insurance package 
from its current carrier Lib¬ 
erty Mutual at an annual cost 
of $90,327. Whalen said a com¬ 
petitor’s quote was slightly 
lower but included only $1 mil¬ 
lion in earthquake coverage, 
compared to Liberty Mutual’s 
$5 million. He said an earth¬ 
quake in the area is a concern,

WE HAVE TO BE REALISTIC/ MAYOR SAYS 

Council Passes Budget; Tax Increase Not Ruled Out

On June 18, the Dawson 
Springs City Council met in 
special session for a second 
reading of the budget ordi¬ 
nance for the fiscal year July 1, 
2014, through June 30,2015. 


The budget totaling 
$1,536,250 passed by a vote of 
4-0 in a roll-call vote. Rick Hen¬ 
drickson and Chasidy Chappell 
were not present. 

This is $496,400 less than 
the budget for the current fiscal 
year, the approximate amount 


of the museum grant which 
was administered by the city 
In Mayor Jenny Sewell’s 
budget message, read during 
the regular council meeting 
June 16, Sewell noted that the 
city has experienced major 
increases in expenses such as 


insurance, utilities and fuel 
costs and that a tax increase is 
expected. 

However, Sewell said this 
week that a definite decision on 
the matter has not been made. 
City taxes have not increased in 
the past three years as a result 


of living frugally While cost¬ 
saving cuts have helped, “we 
have to be realistic,” she said. 

“We are just now approach¬ 
ing what is the wise and frugal 
thing to do,” Sewell said. “We 
live pretty close to the belt, re¬ 
ally”

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Madisonville Man Killed 
While Fleeing Officers 


A Madisonville man 
was killed Saturday night 
in an altercation with the 
Madisonville Police De¬ 
partment. 

According to Ken¬ 
tucky State Police, two 
Madisonville police of¬ 
ficers conducted a traffic 
stop of a vehicle driven 
by Douglas M. Seaton, 
35. Seaton fled the traffic 
stop and was pursued by 
officers for approximate¬ 
ly one mile. Seaton exited 
his vehicle, brandished 
a firearm and failed to 


comply with verbal com¬ 
mands as he approached 
the officers. 

Madisonville police 
fired shots and struck 
Seaton who was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the 
scene at 8:06 p.m. by Cor¬ 
oner Dennis Mayfield. 

An autopsy was sched¬ 
uled for Sunday at the 
State Medical Examin¬ 
er’s Office in Louisville. 

According to agency 
policy, both officers have 
been placed on paid ad¬ 
ministrative leave. 


Child Care Assistance 
Increased For FY 2015 


Gov. Steve Beshear 
announced Friday that 
he is increasing the 
Child Care Assistance 
Program for Fiscal Year 
2015 beginning Aug. 4, 
to 140 percent of the 
Federal Poverty Level 
and then to 150 percent 
of FPL beginning July 
1, 2015. 

The program pro¬ 
vides access to qual¬ 
ity child care for eli¬ 
gible Kentucky parents 
who work or attend 
education and train¬ 
ing programs. In May, 
the program served ap¬ 
proximately 12,000 chil¬ 
dren in 6,000 families. 
By increasing eligibil¬ 
ity to 140 percent FPL 
on Aug. 4, the program 
is expected to serve ap¬ 
proximately 31,000 chil¬ 
dren in 17,000 families 
each month by the end 
of Fiscal Year 2015. 

“We need our fami¬ 
lies to have certainty in 
their lives when it comes 
to child care services,” 
Beshear said. “CCAP is a 
critical program for thou¬ 
sands of moms and dads 
raising children across 
the commonwealth. By 
restoring funding and 
raising eligibility for 
the coming year, we are 
pledging our support to 
our families despite on¬ 
going budget cuts and 
shortfalls.” 

In April 2013, the Cab¬ 
inet for Health and Fam¬ 


ily Services was forced 
to lower the income eli¬ 
gibility for CCAP recipi¬ 
ents from 150 percent 
to 100 percent FPL as a 
result of an $86.6 mil¬ 
lion shortfall in the FY 
14 budget of the Depart¬ 
ment for Community 
Based Services. 

In his recommended 
budget to the 2014 Gener¬ 
al Assembly, Beshear pro¬ 
posed full funding to re¬ 
store the program to 150 
percent of FPL for both 
years of the upcoming 
biennium, which would 
have allowed increased 
eligibility to start July 1 
of this year. 

The General Assem¬ 
bly, however, reduced the 
funding for Fiscal Year 
2015, which begins July 
1, from $58.1 million to 
$38.6 million, leaving 
the state no option other 
than to delay accepting 
new applications. 

The full expansion 
to 150 percent FPL was 
funded in the second 
year, Fiscal Year 2016. 

The Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services will 
soon be sending notices 
to providers outlining 
the application process. 

“We are thrilled that 
Gov. Beshear found ad¬ 
ditional dollars in a 
tight biennial budget to 
enhance the income eli¬ 
gibility for CCAP,” said 
DCBS commissioner Te¬ 
resa James.

and he has looked into the cost 
of additional coverage which 
can be added as funds allow. 
Whalen believes the district 
would need approximately $20 
million in coverage to replace 
its facilities. 

“The threat of an earthquake 
in Western Kentucky is very, 
very real,” said Key, who works 
as a risk manager. “Most of the 
teams in the state of Kentucky 
that work closely with the fed¬ 
eral government predict some¬ 
time in the next five years.” 

After discussion, board 
members voted to remain with 
Monumental for student ac¬ 
cident insurance at a cost of 
$10,012. Roberts Insurance, a 
company the district has done 
business with in the past, sub¬ 
mitted a proposal for $8,709.50. 
Whalen has also dealt with the 
company in other districts. 


However, Tracy Overby said 
Roberts’ five-year window for 
paying dental claims is not suf¬ 
ficient. Based on her experience 
working in a dentist’s office, 
Overby said serious damage to 
the teeth of a child under the 
age of 18 may take many years 
to completely repair. 

Allen agreed that because 
of a previous experience with 
the company involving den¬ 
tal claims, she is not comfort¬ 
able with using their services 
again. 

Whalen said holes were 
bored last week to look at the 
construction crack which has 
resulted in water in the junior 
high hallway. The situation 
was not as bad as expected, but 
repair costs are not yet known. 
Whalen is waiting for quotes 
on filling the voids. 

In her elementary report, 
Ward told board members test¬ 
ing and end-of-year activities 


went smoothly. Changes have 
been made regarding class¬ 
room rewards for next year. 
She is working on a process for 
transitioning qualified sixth 
grade students into seventh 
grade math. Parents of eligible 
students will be notified and 
allowed to make the decision 
whether to allow their chil¬ 
dren to move forward. 

Ward said Melinda DeBoe 
was recently hired to teach a 
third and fourth grade split, 
and current elementary teach¬ 
ers Barbara P’Poole and Car¬ 
rie Durbin have been assigned 
to different grade levels. 

There was no high school 
report because of the absence 
of principal Kevin Stock- 
man. Ward said some high 
school teachers are moving 
to different classrooms, and 
the custodians are preparing 
both buildings for the coming 
school year. 


Whalen noted that a new 
floor scrubbing machine has 
been purchased which is clean¬ 
ing floors in half the time. 

“It’s saving us a ton of time,” 
he said. “The high school is 
looking very good.” 

Whalen added that in the 
long run the machine will also 
save money because it uses no 
chemicals. 

Kent Workman, director of 
pupil personnel, reported dis¬ 
trict attendance for the year 
was 96.2 percent. Attendance 
in both buildings increased 
during the last month of the 
school year. The student en¬ 
rollment for grades K-12 was 
603 on May 30. 

Key asked if the attendance 
rate is always this high. 

“The attendance percentage 
for this district is excellent,” 
said Whalen. “I attribute that 
to our teachers, our adminis¬ 
tration and Mr. Workman, not 


to mention the parents and the 
students themselves.” 

Other action taken by the 
board included approval to 
continue with U.S. Bank as 
the bond of depository and to 
escrow the second offer of as¬ 
sistance for $3,436 from the 
Kentucky Education Technol¬ 
ogy Funding Program for up 
to three years. The contract for 
FRYSC funding for 2014-2015 in 
the amount of $65,096.59 was 
also approved, as was the cer¬ 
tified evaluation plan for the 
next school year. A contract 
with Wellness Place LLC to 
provide clinical psychologist/ 
psychologist associate servic¬ 
es for 2014-2015 was accepted. 

Personnel action included 
the hiring of DeBoe and An¬ 
gela Bell, speech and language 
pathologist, as well as approxi¬ 
mately 30 substitute teachers.

Rotary built it, 
the city limited use 

“If you build it, they will come,” is what many 
people say when they have confidence the public 
will patronize a new project. The original quote 
from the movie, “Field of Dreams” is, “If you build 
it, he will come.” That is what Ray Kinsella (Kevin 
Costner) heard as he was standing in an Iowa corn¬ 
field. The quote in the movie’s context meant, if 
Ray would build a baseball field in his cornfield, 
Shoeless Joe Jackson would magically appear and 
play baseball on the field. 

The Dawson Springs Rotary Club didn’t think 
anyone would magically appear to use what is 
known as the Rotary pavillion in the municipal 
park, but they did hope many real live citizens 
of Dawson Springs would be able to utilize their 
dream. 

Since the pavillion was built in 1996, many people 
and groups have benefitted from the Rotary Club’s 
generosity. 

However, the city has now made it much more 
difficult for anyone to use the pavillion. 

What if Ray Kinsella had built his baseball dia¬ 
mond in that cornfield, but then constructed gates 
and asked anyone who wanted to use the field to re¬ 
trieve a key from a building about one mile from the 
field and sign a release in order to use it. 

That’s what has happened in Dawson Springs 
with the Rotary pavillion. 

Councilman Kenny Thomas was correct to ques¬ 
tion the gate at the Monday, June 16, city council 
meeting. Thomas told us he was told the gate was 
placed in order to comply with insurance, along 
with some other reasons. 

This leads us to ask several other questions. 

What about the other structures in the municipal 
park? 

What about the playground? 

What about the fields? 

Do groups or individuals have to sign a release in 
order to use these facilities — because of some kind 
of insurance reasons? 

Why was the pavillion singled out to be gated and 
then users need to sign a release? 

We can understand there should be a way to re¬ 
serve the pavillion for groups. This can be done 
without having to lock a gate leading into the area. 

We also realize there have been problems with 
vandalism. Our city has a police force, which un¬ 
fortunately cannot be everywhere at one time, but 
they can make several trips through the municipal 
park each and every night. They can also stop, get 
out of their vehicle, and talk to nighttime users of 
the park. This could build relationships with the 
mostly young people who use the park after dark 
when most vandalism occurs. 

We understand the swimming pool must be 
fenced and access limited. But if the pavillion must 
be, then it reasons the playground should be too. 
Playgrounds are much more dangerous than the 
pavillion. 

We wonder what the members of the Rotary Club 
think about the city’s decision? We wonder what us¬ 
ers of the pavillion think? 

We didn’t like it when the city posted no loitering 
signs in the park. We don’t like it they have gated 
and locked access to our pavillion. The municipal 
park is an asset to our community. When the use of 
our park is limited, citizens are being denied the 
use of what their tax money is paying for.

Our country needs a strong press

These days, the scandal involving 
long wait times at VA hospitals can 
feel like some made-in-Washington 
spectacle generated by politicians 
looking for headlines. But it isn’t. It 
had its genesis in a late-April report 
on CNN that as many as 40 veterans 
may have died waiting for appoint¬ 
ments at VA hospitals in Phoenix. 

This investigative piece was nota¬ 
ble for two reasons. It’s been a while 
since a news story so quickly pro¬ 
voked such a storm of public indig¬ 
nation that a cabinet secretary — 
deservedly or not — had no choice 
but to resign. And it’s a reminder 
of just how important old-fashioned 
shoe-leather reporting remains to 
our system of government, especial¬ 
ly when it uncovers official misdoing. 

One of the basic truths about our 
representative democracy is that it 
does not work without solid infor¬ 
mation. Public officials, both elected 
and appointed, need to know what’s 
happening in the communities they 
serve, and the people who live in 
those communities need to know 
what the government they elect and 
fund is doing in their name. 

A lot of forces try to distort that 
flow of information, or even block 
it altogether — from officials who 
aren’t living up to our expectations 
to politicians counting on public 
ignorance to lobbyists and advocates 
hoping to sway public opinion. This 
is why the press — and by this I 
mean print, broadcast and online 
journalists — is so crucial to our 
country’s health. It is, or ought to be, 
a steady, dispassionate, truth-seek¬ 
ing, skeptical and tough-minded 
force for public understanding. 

In an ideal world, our media 


would focus on the seri¬ 
ous side of the news. 

It would explore and 
highlight the substance 
of issues, not simply 
the politics of issues. 

It would detail the facts 
underlying a story, 
rather than dwelling 
on the personalities at 
play in the story There 
is a place for entertain¬ 
ment that plays off 
the news — as people 
like Jon Stewart and 
Stephen Colbert have 
amply demonstrated 

— but in their search 
for an audience, news executives 
shouldn’t let it become a substitute 
for dogged reporting and the tradi¬ 
tional values of accuracy truth and 
fairness. 

These are not easy times for jour¬ 
nalists, however. I don’t pretend to 
understand all the forces that are 
reshaping what we see, hear and 
read in the news media, and I know 
that news executives are struggling 
with a host of formidable economic 
and social challenges. Yet if the line 
between news and entertainment 
gets blurred, if loud opinion replac¬ 
es accurate reporting, and if jour¬ 
nalists take the easy road of cover¬ 
ing politics and the horse race rath¬ 
er than the core of policy-making — 
substance, consensus-building, and 
the painstaking search for remedy 

— then representative democracy is 
in trouble. 

New organizations and Web sites 
are trying to make up some of the 
ground that’s been lost in the years 
of news-industry turmoil: investiga¬ 
tive outfits like ProPublica and the 
new wave of “explanatory” and data- 


driven sites like Vox 
and 538.com. But their 
very presence suggests 
that they see a void to be 
filled. These days, only 
a handful of news orga¬ 
nizations in the coun¬ 
try have the resources 
— both human and 
financial — to spend 
weeks or months chas¬ 
ing an investigation. 
Given the cuts that have 
stripped newsrooms of 
the expertise they once 
contained, I sometimes 
wonder whether the 
kind of reporting that 
brought us Watergate and uncov¬ 
ered the Enron scandal could still 
occur. 

Because make no mistake: we 
need maximum oversight. You and 
I need it if we’re to be certain that 
misdeeds cannot hide in the dark¬ 
er corners of government. And 
Congress needs it if it’s to carry 
out one of its core responsibili¬ 
ties: overseeing the operations of 
government. All of us rely on the 
press to check abuses of power, 
see that laws are properly imple¬ 
mented, hold officials accountable, 
and tell those officials when their 
policies and operations are failing 
or going astray. Without a strong 
independent press, those in power 
could simply tell us what they 
want us to know and we’d be none 
the wiser. And that is no state of 
affairs for a democracy

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Ruling binds Kentucky to the past 


A decade into its pioneering smoking ban, Ireland is 
dancing to a happy tune of more tourists and healthier 
people. 

Meanwhile, Kentucky is stuck in its same old dirge of 
addiction, denial and early death. 

The contrast between the smoke-free isle and Ken¬ 
tucky’s No. 1 rankings in smoking and cancer could not 
be more discouraging. 

The latest example came last week when the Ken¬ 
tucky Supreme Court blocked local health boards from 
protecting the public from the deadly effects of breath¬ 
ing other people’s smoke. 

The court struck down a smoke-free regulation enact¬ 
ed by the Bullitt County Board of Health in 2011. 

The decision was a victory for the elected Bullitt Fis¬ 
cal Court and the county’s eight city councils, which 
challenged the health board’s action. 

The Supreme Court ruled unanimously But the opin¬ 
ion’s author, Justice Bill Cunningham, had to strain 
and stretch to explain away a century of high-court 
decisions upholding public health boards’ authority and 
duty to protect Kentuckians’ health. 

The justices bowed to tobacco smoke’s unofficial 
exceptionalism among toxic pollutants, a status it has 
long enjoyed with many who run for public office in 
Kentucky 

Far more cogent was the appeals court decision writ¬ 
ten by Judge Laurance B. VanMeter and struck down by 
the Supreme Court. 

The appeals panel upheld the Bullitt health board’s 
action as consistent with decades of similar regulations, 
including Lexington’s smoking ban, upheld by the high 
court. Then-Judge Michelle M. Keller concurred. Now a 
Supreme Court justice, Keller did not participate in the 
latest decision. 

In last week’s ruling, the high court relied heavily on 
the legislature’s intent when it enacted a key enabling 
law in 1954, no doubt, Cunningham wrote, “in chambers 
fogged with a haze of smoke.” 

Lawmakers, the court reasoned, would not “have 
remotely foreseen” that 60 years later a health board 
would use its authority to ban smoking in public places. 

Of course, lawmakers also would not have fore¬ 
seen bioterrorism, HIV MRSA, food-borne hepatitis 
outbreaks, the birth control pill or the polio vaccine that 
was not introduced until 1955. 

Binding public health officials to what Kentucky 
lawmakers might have anticipated in 1954 falls far short 
of judicious. 

The opinion also draws a critical distinction between 
public health boards appointed by local elected officials, 
such as those in Lexington and Louisville, and those, 
like Bullitt County’s, that are appointed by the state’s 
public health commissioner. 

By statute, medical and other expert professionals 


dominate certain local health boards, including the one 
that enacted the smoke-free regulation. 

Perhaps it did not occur to the court that the legisla¬ 
ture’s intent was to insulate public-health decisions in 
smaller counties from political motives. 

This ruling illustrates the wisdom of insulating 
public-health decisions from political motives, even if 
unintentionally 

The upshot is that further progress toward clean 
indoor air in Kentucky will have to come from local 
elected bodies or the legislature. 

Cunningham waxed poetic about “our agrarian histo¬ 
ry and culture” while direly warning of the emergence 
of a “regulatory state.” 

But as Ireland — and some Kentucky places — show, 
tradition and clean air make good partners. 

Rather than wiping out pub culture, as many pre¬ 
dicted, Ireland’s smoking ban brought a boom in tour¬ 
ists drawn to pub music and clean air, as The New York 
Times recently reported of the ban’s 10th anniversary 
while heart attacks and strokes are down markedly 

What’s rich and healthy about a culture will survive, 
even thrive, outside the toxic fog of tobacco smoke — 
even in Kentucky where, as Cunningham wrote, 8,000 
adults will die this year from tobacco-related causes.

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Politicians can be too greedy

What some candidates could 
gain in this year’s election — 
beyond just winning office — is 
a stark reminder of how wrong 
political leaders were when 
declaring last year that they had 
adequately addressed Kentucky’s 
public-pension crisis. 

Instead, legislators with seri¬ 
ous courage deficiencies failed to 
agree on reforms beyond what 
they believe are “politically fea¬ 
sible.” 

While the legislature did place 
future public workers in a hybrid 
cash-balance plan, they didn’t 
ensure significant savings would 
accrue by also limiting expendi¬ 
tures, including benefit creep — a 
huge contributor to the Kentucky 
Retirement System’s ailments. 

Lawmakers also failed to touch 
the system’s most immoral practice 
— allowing its incumbent mem¬ 
bers to personally benefit from vot¬ 
ing for a pension-spiking bill. 

Kentucky Roll Call publisher 
Lowell Reese estimates state tax¬ 
payers will fork over an estimat¬ 
ed $735,000 in additional — yes, 
additional — legislative pension 
benefits to Sen. Walter Blevins 
Jr., D-Morehead, if he wins this 
year’s election for Rowan County 
Judge-Executive. 

A review of Blevins’ three 
decades in Frankfort — he was 
first elected in the early 1980s 
when Hall and Oates’ “Maneater” 
was a hit song — reveals a pen¬ 
chant for being a “taxpayer-eater,” 
and not just because of the big 
expense tabs he’s run up in what 
the commonwealth’s founders 
created as a part-time position. 
(The Morehead News reports 
that Blevins in 2012 was reim¬ 


bursed nearly $40,000 
for expenses alone in 
addition to his salary. 

Hey, it’s a great gig if 
you can get it.) 

Blevins is hoping to 
get an even better tax- 
payer-funded engage¬ 
ment as judge-execu¬ 
tive. If he ultimately 
wins the seat, state 
law requires him to 
resign his Senate seat 
before taking the oath 
of office as a county 
official. 

I doubt he’ll mind. 

Along with pocketing an $87,000 
salary, Blevins will be enrolled 
in the County Employees Retire¬ 
ment System, which will make 
him a triple dipper as he then 
will be collecting taxpayer-funded 
pension checks from not one, not 
two, but three of Kentucky’s six 
public-retirement funds. 

This is how it works for Blevins: 

He’s been in the legislature so 
long that he’s “maxed out” on his 
legislative pension, meaning he 
reached the threshold where that 
pension would be 100 percent of 
his pay — about $41,000 annually 
— as a state politician. 

When he “maxed out” his leg¬ 
islative pension, Blevins was 
automatically enrolled in a sec¬ 
ond pension system, the Kentucky 
Employees Retirement System. 
Despite the fact that the KERS is 
in danger of becoming insolvent, 
part-time politicians like Blevins 
still get thousands of additional 
dollars throughout their lifetime 
just from this pension system 
alone. 

However, if you think taxpay¬ 
ers are getting off the hook with 
a $41,000 pension check here or 


a $5,000 retirement 
check there, then you 
might consider, as 
Hall and Oates won¬ 
dered: “What do you 
think you’re getting 
for free?” 

House Bill 299 
passed in 2005 
would allow Blevins, 
should he win, to fig¬ 
ure his legislative 
pension based on his 
judge-executive sal¬ 
ary rather than lim¬ 
iting it to what he 
raked in during his 
General Assembly tenure. Reese 
notes that taxpayers as a result 
would shell out twice as much in 
legislative pension benefits for 
Blevins than if HB 299 had not 
passed. 

The worst part: Blevins was 
one of 30 state senators who voted 
for that pension-padding policy, 
making him a personal — and 
greedy —beneficiary of his own 
vote. 

If you combine all of Blevins’ 
pension checks, should he win the 
judge-executive’s race, taxpayers 
will fill this one politician’s gold¬ 
en parachute with nearly $1 mil¬ 
lion — just because he managed 
to hang around for so damn long. 

Hall and Oates crooned about a 
“she-cat” that they were “watch¬ 
ing and waiting, oh-oh, here she 
comes.” 

We’re “watching and wait¬ 
ing,” too: to see if they, the voters, 
“come” — and become — “self- 
serving politician-eaters.”

Tony Gwynn was as 
beloved a baseball player 
as any in this modern 
era. 

It did not matter if you 
were a San Diego Padre 
fan, Tony Gwynn was a 
player who earned your 
respect and admiration. 

He was always smiling 
and those who knew him 
best say he never met a 
stranger. 

“He treated the kids 
picking up dirty socks 
in the Padre clubhouse 



with the same respect as 
ownership,” wrote USA 
Today columnist Bob 
Nightengale. 

From the time Gwynn 
burst on the scene as a col¬ 
lege player for San Diego 
State University to the 
news of his death, there 
was never any indication 
that he was anything but 
a genuinely nice person. 
Gwynn might have been 
the greatest hitter of all 
time. He had three sea¬ 
sons of .370 or greater and 
a career batting average 
of .338. He was not a home 
run hitter, but his 3,141 
career hits place Gwynn 
among the very best. 

Tony Gwynn died 
recently at the age of 
54. Four years ago, doc¬ 
tors discovered can¬ 
cer in a salivary gland. 
Gwynn, himself, blamed 
it on his use of smoke¬ 
less tobacco. The cancer 
was removed, but it kept 
returning. There were 
multiple surgeries and 


radiation treatments, 
which eventually took a 
toll on his body. 

So, it is perhaps only 
natural that some are 
calling for a smokeless 
tobacco ban in major 
league baseball. Such 
a ban exists in minor 
league baseball, but 
major league players are 
instructed to keep it out 
of sight. It is not banned 
in the clubhouse. 

There is no question 
that smokeless tobacco is 
harmful to your health. 
It is also addictive. 

But smokeless tobacco 
is legal. Unlike second¬ 
hand smoke that invades 
the immediate area of 
the smoker, smokeless 
tobacco is a dirty habit, 
but its effects are con¬ 
tained to the party using 
it. 

It is impossible to 
legislate healthy habits. 
Sugary soft drinks can 
be harmful. Twinkies 
can be harmful. 


Smoking bans do not 
prohibit people from 
smoking, just prohibit 
smoking in places where 
it might affect others. 
Smokeless tobacco does 
not do that, so the public 
and Major League Base¬ 
ball should pause before 
enacting bans on legal 
substances that affect 
only those who indulge. 

Education is the key 
Some arguments state that 
baseball players are role 
models, but that is where 
parents should intervene. 
Parents should take the 
opportunity to explain 
the harmful effects of 
smokeless tobacco. Major 
League Baseball can take 
an active role in educat¬ 
ing people about the dan¬ 
gers of using smokeless 
tobacco. 

But a ban on smoke¬ 
less tobacco is a step too 
far.

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JMI Sports 
acquires UK 
media rights 

In one of the most valuable partnerships of 
its kind in college athletics history, University 
of Kentucky officials announced Monday that 
JMI Sports has been awarded UK’s athletics 
and campus multimedia marketing rights with 
a 15-year, $210 million agreement. 

“This partnership reflects the fact that the 
University of Kentucky is a national brand 
with the largest and most loyal fan base in all 
of intercollegiate athletics,” UK Athletics 
Director Mitch Barnhart said in a university 
news release. “The size of this partnership — 
and our partnership with an emerging force in 
college sports in JMI Sports — will enable us 
to maintain and grow as one of the country’s 
few financially self-sustaining programs, 
allowing us to continue to provide incredible 
educational opportunities to more than 450 
young men and women as well as continue to 
partner with the university in unique and dis¬ 
tinctive ways.” 

“It is critically important that our athletic 
program remain not only financially self-sus¬ 
taining, but is also positioned to continue to be 
an aggressive partner in our academic efforts,” 
UK President Eli Capilouto said in the release. 
“Nowhere else in the country is an athletics 
program more essential to building a thriving 
public, residential, research university. This 
partnership with JMI Sports helps ensure 
those contributions are strengthened.” 

Last year, Capilouto and Barnhart 
announced the UK athletics department was 
paying for $65 million of a more than $100 mil¬ 
lion Academic Science Building — an unprece¬ 
dented partnership between academics and 
athletics in American higher education. 

JMI Sports provides sales, marketing, and 
project management services to universities 
and professional teams. Kentucky will be JMI 
Sports’ first client for which it will serve as its 
multimedia rights holder, but its leadership 
has substantial experience in sports business. 

The company was founded in 2006 by devel¬ 
oper and philanthropist John Moores and 
Chief Executive Officer Erik Judson. Moores 
is the former owner and chairman of the San 
Diego Padres and Judson has experience man¬ 
aging major sports development projects, 
including the Padres’ Petco Park and the 
University of Oregon’s Matthew Knight Arena. 
Tom Stultz, president of JMI Sports and a 
native of Greenup, Ky., formerly served as 
senior vice president and managing director 
of IMG College’s multimedia rights business. 

JMI Sports’ college clients include the 
Southeastern Conference, Alabama, North 
Carolina, Oregon, Auburn, Colorado, Duke, 
Syracuse and others. 

“We are very impressed with JMI Sports 
and excited to begin working with them,” 
Barnhart said. “Their work with many of our 
peers in college athletics and the experience of 
their team will make them an excellent long¬ 
term partner for UK Athletics and a valued 
part of the Big Blue Nation.” 

UK will receive a guaranteed rights fee in 
each of the 15 years of the contract, starting at 
$9.1 million in 2015-16 and increasing to $16 
million in 2029-30. The agreement also includes 
a $29.4 million signing bonus to be paid over 
the first two years of the contract. The signing 
bonus will help the university fund important 
capital projects. The deal includes: 

• Radio rights to UK’s football, men’s and 
women’s basketball and baseball games; 

• Stadium and arena corporate signage and 
game programs for all home UK events, other 
than those hosted at Rupp Arena; 

• Naming rights to university athletics facil¬ 
ities and premium areas; 

• Sponsorship on UKathletics.com; 

• Game sponsorships and game promotions; 

• Coaches’ endorsements; 

• Pre and postgame television shows and 
specials and postseason highlight DVDs; 

• Video features on video boards, other than 
at Rupp Arena; 

• Opportunities to develop UK Athletics 
Corporate Partnership Program; and 

• The potential, at the university’s discre¬ 
tion, to market campus multimedia rights, cre¬ 
ating the potential for an integrated approach 
to multimedia rights and marketing — some¬ 
thing few universities are doing. 

As part of the agreement, UK Athletics will 
continue to provide premium advertising 
inventory in support of the school’s academic 
mission. This advertising inventory is valued 
at more than $7.5 million over the 15 years of 
the contract. 

UK’s current deal, which expires in April 
2015, was worth $80.5 million over 10 years. 
Despite television rights no longer being 
included due to the SEC’s broadcast agree¬ 
ments and the impending launch of the SEC 
Network, UK’s multimedia rights deal 
increased significantly. 

By comparison, the University of Alabama 
signed a deal in April reportedly worth 
between $15-16 million annually over 10 years, 
giving the school the third-largest multimedia 
rights deal in the nation behind Texas and 
Notre Dame, two universities with unique tele¬ 
vision agreements. Concessions, pouring 
rights, isotonic beverage, seat rentals and mer¬ 
chandise are included in Alabama’s deal, while 
UK manages each separately

Endangered least terns nesting in Kentucky

Interior least terns are nesting now on sand bars in 
the Mississippi River along the New Madrid Bend, the 
western most parcel of Kentucky. Least terns are the 
only endangered species that nests in our state. 
Human disturbance can heavily impact their nesting 
success. 

“Once the Ohio River drops a little, they will nest 
there as well,” said John Brunjes, migratory bird biol¬ 
ogist for the Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “Least terns need clean sand bars 
free of weeds to nest.” 

Brunjes and other workers mark the least tern nest¬ 
ing areas with yellow signs to warn people. The least 
tern nests on the Mississippi River along Kentucky’s 
western border and in the Ohio River from Paducah 
downstream. 

“If you see yellow signs on a river sand island, then 
stay off,” Brunjes said. “With the Ohio River dropping, 
some terns will nest before we can mark them. If you 
see least terns circling, then stay away” 

Clean sand bars draw the least terns to nest, but 
they also look like a beach, which attracts boaters, 
swimmers, campers and all terrain vehicle riders. 


“Any human disturbance will cause the adult to 
abandon the nest,” Brunjes explained. “The adult 
squats on the nest and provides shade for the small 
eggs and chicks until they are old enough to regulate 
their own body temperature.” 

Brunjes explained the summer sun beaming on 
unprotected least tern nests raises the sand tempera¬ 
ture to between 120 and 130 degrees, which is fatal to 
eggs or chicks. 

“If you pull up on a sand bar in these rivers and see 
little white birds circling above you, then you’ve likely 
disturbed a least tern nest,” Brunjes explained. “If you 
throw out an anchor, they will abandon the nest if you 
are too close.” Least terns are white sparrow-sized 
birds with light gray wings and black markings on 
their heads. 

“If you flush least terns off a nest, crows or other 
avian predators will steal the eggs to eat,” Brunjes 
said. “Also, until the day they can fly, they will get in 
the river when frightened and trying to escape. The 
current takes them away and they drown.” 

Not only will the summer sun bake an unprotected 
least tern nest, wind-blown sand will quickly fill it. 
The adult then can’t find the nest. 

Least tern nests on a river sand bar are difficult to 
detect. “They are about the size of a silver dollar with 
three little dime-sized eggs,” Brunjes said. “The nests 


are camouflaged really well and you can step on them 
easily If you step on the nest, the adult will abandon 
it.” 

Riders on all terrain vehicles can destroy many 
nests by accidentally running over them. “If you cause 
a least tern nest to die, that is considered take under 
the Endangered Species Act,” Brunjes said. “You may 
be fined up to $100,000.” 

The law enforcement divisions of the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service and Kentucky Fish and Wildlife know 
the location of the nests and are monitoring them 
carefully 

The incubation period lasts 23 days for least terns 
and they take two to three weeks to learn to fly Nest 
incubation is shared among the male and female least 
tern. When not sitting on the nest, the male least tern 
secures insects or small fish for the female to eat. 

“We have over 1,000 nests in Kentucky annually,” 
Brunjes said. “Ten percent of the world’s population 
of interior least terns nests here. It is important that 
we protect them.”

Sportsman's group donates front-end loaders 


A generous donation of two pieces of equipment 
from the League of Kentucky Sportsmen to the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources 
will produce better upland and small game hunting in 
the future. 

The League of Kentucky Sportsmen donated 
$142,000 for two front-end loaders equipped with tree 
shears for improving habitat for species such as 
grouse. 

“The League of Kentucky Sportsmen always has 
been focused on wildlife conservation and the develop¬ 


ment of habitat,” said Mark Nethery, immediate past 
president of the League of Kentucky Sportsmen. 
“This seemed a natural progression.” 

The shears allow for cutting smaller trees to create 
open spaces in forested habitat. This benefits upland 
species such as grouse and quail, as well as small 
game species such as cottontail rabbits. “This gener¬ 
ous donation from the League of Kentucky Sportsmen 
will enable us to greatly enhance our forest manage¬ 
ment activities,” said Karen Waldrop, director of wild¬ 
life for Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. “This equipment 


KDFWR buys property in Henry County 


The Kentucky River Wildlife Management Area 
just grew by more than a third in size. 

On June 2, the Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources completed its 18-month-long effort 
to acquire the 926-acre property of Stephen Boone in 
Henry County. It is located along KY 389 about three 
miles north of Gratz. 

“What a tremendous property and outstanding 
opportunity for hunters and anglers alike,” said 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife Commissioner Gregory 
Johnson. “With more than a half-mile of Kentucky 
River frontage, 686 acres of woodlands and about 130 
acres of lakes and ponds, this is not only an impres¬ 
sive addition to the Kentucky River Wildlife 
Management Area (WMA), it is precisely the kind of 
place where memories are made.” 

A stunning feature is the area’s 110-acre oxbow 
Lake, home to an active bald eagle’s nest. The property 
also features a 15-acre man-made lake and 2-acre pond 
for additional fishing opportunities. 

At its quarterly meeting on June 6, the Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife Commission unanimously voted to 
name the oxbow as Lake Benjy Kinman. This is in rec¬ 
ognition of the well-known fisheries biologist and for¬ 
mer Fisheries Division director who retired as the 
department’s deputy commissioner in February, after 
38 years of service. 

The commission originally authorized the project at 
its December 2012 meeting, prior to Kinman’s retire¬ 
ment. 

The addition of the new tract brings Kentucky River 
WMA to 3,555 acres. The department used Federal 
Wildlife Restoration funds to make the $3,185,440 pur¬ 
chase. It used the value in two department-owned tracts 
as a 30 percent match toward the federal funds. No Fish 
and Game Fund money was used. 

“We will proceed immediately with getting the area 
ready for use by hunters and anglers,” said Wildlife 
Division Assistant Director Chris Garland. “We need 


to mark boundaries, prepare parking areas and install 
signage and gates. Our plan is to open the area to 
small game, fall turkey and deer archery seasons ... 
probably in time for August squirrel season.” 

The Fisheries Division is actively sampling the 
lakes as well. Boat use on the oxbow will be limited to 
idle-speed only. But access to the smaller water bodies 
is walk-up only. They will be limited to canoes, kayaks 
and other small boats powered by no more than troll¬ 
ing motors. 

The department will formally open and dedicate 
the area in mid-August.

Careful Diet Vital for All Diabetics 

DEAR DR. ROACH: Can you tell 
me why there is so much emphasis on 
small portions for diabetics or predia¬ 
betics? If you are watching carbs and 
are extremely underweight, is there 
still a reason to limit portion sizes? - C. 

ANSWER: The majority of people 
in North America with diabetes and 
prediabetes are overweight or obese, so 
limiting portion size makes sense for 
most people. However, for the minority 
of people with diabetes or prediabetes 
with normal or below-normal weight, 
portion size no longer has the impor¬ 
tance it does in overweight people. 

A careful diet is important for every¬ 
one with diabetes. I would be cautious 
about the term “carbs,” since there 
are several different types of carbohy¬ 
drates. Simple sugars and starches are 
the problem for diabetics, since they are 
rapidly converted to blood sugar. How¬ 
ever, fruits, vegetables and whole grains 
are much more slowly turned into blood 
sugar, and along with high-quality pro¬ 
tein and healthy fat, form the basis of 
a healthy diet for everybody - diabetics 
and non-diabetics alike. 

Being underweight with diabetes 
should raise the possibility of Type 1 
diabetes, which is caused by autoim¬ 
mune destruction of the cells in the 
pancreas that make insulin. Type 1 dia¬ 
betics have no or almost no insulin, and 
absolutely need insulin by injection. 
Most people with Type 1 are children or 
adolescents, but it can happen in adults. 

Type 2 diabetes is caused by resis¬ 
tance to insulin. Most Type 2 diabetics 
have normal or even high levels of 
insulin. Insulin helps bring sugar from 
the blood into cells, but it also acts as a 
growth hormone. That’s one of the rea¬ 
sons Type 2 diabetics have trouble los¬ 
ing weight, since the high insulin levels 
promote fat deposition. Type 2 diabetes 
is more common in adults, but as North 


Americans continue to have increasing 
rates of obesity, Type 2 diabetes is show¬ 
ing up at younger and younger ages. 

The situation is even more complex 
than I have made it here. There are 
people with elements of both Type 1 
and 2 diabetes, and even rarer types. I 
believe Type 1 diabetics should be man¬ 
aged by an endocrinologist. Sophisti¬ 
cated blood tests, including insulin, 
C-peptide and insulin antibodies, occa¬ 
sionally are necessary to sort out what 
kind of diabetes is present. 

Diabetes is a serious, lifelong condi¬ 
tion that can affect almost every part 
of the body The booklet on diabetes 
explains the illness and its treatment 
in detail.

DEAR DR. ROACH: Would someone 
who has a gluten intolerance be able 
to use psyllium products (Metamucil) 
without any problems? What I really 
want to know is, does psyllium have glu¬ 
ten, since it comes from wheat husks? 
Thank you for your answer. - S.S. 

ANSWER: Psyllium is gluten-free. 
It is made from the husks of the Plan- 
tago plant, not wheat. Psyllium is an 
excellent source of fiber, but should 
be started at a low dose and gradually 
increased to avoid bloating.

Gayla Peach Speaks At 
Frankfort Dedication 


Charleston business 
woman and disability 
advocate, Gayla Peach, 
attended the May 27 cem¬ 
etery cleanup and dedi¬ 
cation of an historical 
marker at the Frankfort 
State Hospital and School 
Cemetery. 

The marker hon¬ 
ors and remembers the 
many Kentuckians who 
lived and died in this in¬ 
stitution. More than 400 
graves are in the state 
owned cemetery, most 
marked as unknown. 

The disability commu¬ 
nity organizes an annual 
clean-up at the cemetery 
because the state does 
not maintain it along 
with the adjoining state 
properties. Donations 


and fund raisers in the 
disability community 
paid for the marker. 

Peach was one of the 
speakers memorializing 
these forgotten individu¬ 
als and their contribu¬ 
tion to the disabiity 
movement, citing the 
unmarked graves as a 
benchmark from which 
the disability community 
has grown. 

“The fact that the state 
does not maintain the 
cemetery validates a con¬ 
tinuing disenfanchise- 
ment of persons with 
disabilities and is a re¬ 
minder that our work in 
the disability community 
is not done either in the 
state or private sector,” 
Peach said.
